Rural school teaching as it was now 
provided no future for the young 
men and women engaged in it, who 
could spend some 6, 10 or 15 years 
teaching in country schools, and be- 


not command a salany much greates 
than a thousand odilars, their start- 
ing figure. This he said, wag caus- 
ing these people to use teaching as 
only a stepping stone to other jobs, 
bringing about a dearth of experienc- 
ed country teachers. This fault, as 
he saw it, was largely due to the 
fact that the country school boards 
were not the right controhbers of sal- 
aries and school taxation. 

He outlined a scheme fior the im- 
provement of such administration, 
whereby the province was to be di- 
vided into 20 divisions of 150 schools 
each, these divisions in turn being 
divided into five wands, each unit ap- 
pointing a representative to serve on 
the unit above them, the provincial 
board comprised of 20 members, one 
for each division. Each division 
would thave over it a superintendent 
in place of an inspector, with two 
capable teacher assistants, their duty 
being to travel throughout the ter- 
ritory helping the new school ‘teach- 
ers, handling the backward class pro- 
blems, placing teachers in environ- 
ments more suited to their abilities, 
and giving them a chance to locate 
and dispense with the unsuitable 
teacher 

The salaries of teachens would be 
raised according to their merits, ef- 
ficiency and experience. Taxation 
could be controlled by each of the 20 
divisions for their owm territory, or 
by the province setting a fixed mill 
rate for all, thus steadying the now 
eratic rate of school taxation, mak- 
ing the cost of education something 
to be borne by everybody at the same 
price. By thus giving teaching a 
future, these young men and women 
would be held in the work, become 
an experienced body of efficient in- 
structors, and the standard of ef- 
ficiency would be ra2isod accordingly. 

Up to the present, rural teachers 
have been at the mercy of the various 
boards of trustees, and in some cases 
this fact has made it very hard for 
the teachers. With the amendments 
the teachers will be in the hands of 
the government, and it is expected 
that a much higher class of teacher 
will result, !

Should Mind Their 


Own Business 


It would be much better for the 
growth of Imperial sentiment and 
for the permanency of the Empire 
if visitors to Canada from other parts 
of the Empire would cease trying to 
lecture us upon what our Imperiai du- 
ties are, in their opinion. Not so 
very long ago, Prime Minister Bruce 
cf .sustralia, while passing through 
Canada on his way home from the Im- 
perial Conference in London, chose 
to lecture Canadians on their obliga- 
tions regarding the defence of the 
Empire, which was none of his bus- 
iness. Not a few newspapers in 
Canada at the time, took it upon 
themselves to tell him to mind his 
own business and that we would 
mind ours. Canada, afiter all, does 
not require lessons from any portion 
of the Empire regarding loyalty and 
duty. She hag given hostages to the 
E:mpire, who now sleep in France and 
Belgium, while thousands of others, 
many of them maimed and broken, 
still live to testify that Canada did 
not fail when duty called. So much 
for the Bruce faux pas. 

Sir Austin Chamberlain, British 
Foreign Secreitary, is the latest visitor 
to play the part of schoolmaster to 
Canadians. Im his parting message 
to the Canadian people (though why 
| on earth hhe should believe it neces- 
| sary to send us ary message passes 
comprehension) as given out in 
Montreal before sailing for England, 
was that having claimed a position 
| of partnership in the Empire, we 
| should now fit ourselves for such a 
partnership. Putting it mildly, Sir 
| Arthur seems to represent the old 
“ruling class’’ opinion of England 
which still regards the overseas 
| members of the British race as ‘‘col- 
| onials,’’ langely ignorant of Imperial 
affairs, and not at all competent to 
either give advice to the Imperial 
authorities or take part in Imperial 
councils. We are ‘‘to study foreign 
affairs,” take an interest in them, 
and compel our newspapers to give 
us information upon which we can 
form judgments of such matters. All 
of which seems to take it for grantea 
on Sir Austin’s part that we are just 
a lot of ignoramuses who ‘‘don’t 
know what its all about.”’ 

It is a pity that our visiting Bruc- 
es and Chamberlains do not better 
unde:stand' the inbred and _ intense 
loyalty of the Canadian people te the 
Empire and to the Motherland. As 
has been said, we need no lessons in 
loyalty. Nor do we need any school- 
ing in the kind of statesmanship that 
Sir Austin and his colleagues in the 
Imperial cabinet represent and prac- 
tice. The terrible muddle, for ex- 
ample, that has ensued over tthe 
| Anglo-French naval pact, now aban- 
doned by the British Government be- 
cause the judgment of the British 
| people at home and abroad condem- 
ned it as foolish, if not criminal, is 
something that Canadians could not 
| have brought to pass in their most 
‘““colonial’’ moments. The sturdy 
native sense and ability of a pioneer- 
ing people, such as we are in Canada, 
would have saved us from that. Oth- 
er instances might be adduced where 
Canadian common semse would have 
stood up alongside Baldwinian and 
Chamberlainish muddling of foreign 
affairs. To be now told _ patroniz- 
ingly by our visitor that we must go 
to school in order to make ourselves 
as well-fitted as they to deal with big 
problems comes with ill grace from 
people who have made _ themselves 
such egregious asses as the Baldwin 
Government have done, for instance 
in their latest muddle, the Anglo- 
French naval pact. We Oanadians 
may be supersensitive as to our na- 
tionality as Canadians, we may not 
always please the ultra-Imperialists 
by our own nationhood, but we are 


| animated by a fierce, passionate loy- 
| alty to the Empire of which we are 
la part and resent any attempt to 
place a badge of inferiority upon us. 


It would be much better for the 
| Empire and Imperial relationships if 
| our visiting Chamberlains would mind 
| their own business, We are quite | 

capable of minding ours.

SCATTERING THE WORD 
A Glimpse of the Bible Society's 
World-Wide Activities 


At its last annual meeting, Mr. 
Stanley Baldwim, Prime Minister, 
gave the British and Foreign Bible 
Societf a fine tribute, and on reading 
its popular report, just published un- 
der the title ‘‘The Glory of the Gar- 
den,’’ ample justification is supplied 
for hie eulogy. How the great mis- 
sionary agencies of the Anglican and 
Free Churches would carry on with- 
out the Bible Society is not conceiv- 
able. The organizations would each 
require a Bible Society in order to 
prepare the Scripture for their mis- 
sion sations. But with the confidence 
and support of all, the Bible Society 
carties out its great undertaking. 

The Rev. E. W. Smith, literary sup- 
erinetndent of the society, has this 
year adopted the simile of the garden 
and has most skillfully woven around 
it a graphic story of Bible distribu- 
tion in all parts of the world. It is 
published at sixpence, and is prefac- 
ed by a charming frontispiece by Mr. 
Lance-Gray. 

‘‘For 1927-28’° we read, ‘‘it is 
possible to say that never, except in 
one of the years of war (1915, when 
the figure was 2,000,000), has the 
society issued so many copies of the 
Scripture in the home languages. 
The number is 2,213,467, made up of 
574,088 Bibles, 409,941 Testaments, 
and 1,229,488 portions. This is an 
increase of 531,477 on the figures of 
1926-1927. This lange incremse is 
chiefly due to augmented orders from 
Canada and Alustralia. Actually, 
1,270,080 volumes in the home lang- 
uages were sent abroad for circula- 
tion mainly within the British Em- 
pire; 905,828 volumes were circulated 
in the motherland. 

The society employs nearly one 
thousand colporteurs of various na- 
tionalities in all parts of the wonld 
in the distribution of the Scriptures. 
These colporteurs, who are in a way 
pioneer missionaries, sold no fewer 
than 6,027,455 copies—about 100,000 
were Bibles and 210,000 were New 
Testaments, the mremainder were 
(mainly) Gospels and other ingle 
books of Scripture. The total indi- 
cates that out of every ten books 
placed in the hands of readers last 
year six were sold by  colporteurs. 
Seventeen men in Burma _ tnavelled 
22,941 miles, visited 54,927 houses in 
5,299 villages and towns and _ sold 
44,423 volumes of Scriptures. Some 
of the men were stoned and kicked 
and spat upon. 
|, During the twelve months ending 
March 31, 1928, the society spent 
nearly £180,000 on its distributive 
agencies, and £282,800 on preparing 
printing, and tramsporting the Scrip- 
tures.
